But waking every 
allowance for this, there tis no doubt that 
the statesmen at Whahington are , ‘not 
altogether satisfied with the position in 
tha East generally. With true British 
nonchalence we are probably making too 
light of the present influence at work ; such 
was notoriously the ence in India prior to 
the great Mutiny, such was our position’ in 
South Africa prior to the outbreak of 
the recent war, and such, it may be 
added, was ‘our conduct before the 
affair of 1900 in Peking. Those on the 
spot to whom the new movement comes 
home every day of their lives do not 
look without apprehension on ‘the - pre- 
sent complications, Well Ied and well 
conducted the present movements may. have 
the useful effect. of restoriag to international 
dignity the Governinent of China, but in 
present hands it is far wore likely to lead 
to her extinction amongat the nations, Qur 
telegrams from Shanghai prepare us for 
some such denouement.

NEW STATU® AT SHANGHAI, 


LI HUNG CHANG HONOURED, 


The N.-C. Daily News reports an interesting 
and unique coremony which took place at the 
Momorial Temp'o to the late Marquis Li 
Hung-chang on Sicawei Road, Shanghai, a fow 
daysago. ‘Tha statue, which waa to be unvoiled, 
waa presented to the family of Chino’s groat 
stateaman by Mossre. H. Mand! & Co. as 
agenta for the famous Krapp Compeny of 
Essen. Among those present were representa: 
tives from several consulates, and most of the 
leading commorcial houses, while it would be 
safe to say that few Chinese officials residant in 
Shanghai were absent. The guests on arrival 
wore received by a guard of honour, consisting 
of two companies of Chinese soldiers which 
lined both sides of the approach to the temple. 
Tho assembled company gathered round the 
statuo, which was hidden from view by a large 
red curtain, 

Mr, Mandl, speaking in Chineso, said they 
wore presont for the unveiling ofa statue of H. 
F. Li Wung-chang, Graud Secrstary of the 
‘Wen Mes Throue Hall. Viceroy of Chihti, avd 
Marquis of the first class. Hoe was ono of the 
principal makers of history in the Kast during 
the nineteenth century. Wherever he had 
done work special memorial tomples had bean 
erected by Imperial command, part of {he fands 
being provided by the Government and part: by 

voluntary contributions of the gentry and 
people. Varopeans commomorated notable daods 
-be_erecting statues of metal or stone so that 
future genprations ight look on them and gain 
inspiration, Che déeda of H. E. Li Hung-chang 
hed boon truly remarkable, and thetefore he 
(Mr. Mandl )-and his partners had asked Mr. 
Lang. of Munich, to cast this statue, which 
had now been brought thousands of ld ncrosa 
the seas to China. It was placed in Shang: 
hai, because that was the town whera most 
foreigners and Chinega congregated, where 
maoy ships eame, and where the rnilways 
had their termini. He and his partnora had 
served H. E. Li Hung-chang for twenty yeurs, 
and they felt gratefal to him for his kindness, 
This statuo wos erected that future ages might 
know their gratitude to him, and all Europeans 
who know of his deeds would say that what bad 
been dono was right. , 

‘The statue is mounted on'a granite pedestal, 
on which is 2 bronze plate-with a Chineso 
inscription. Tho statue itself is of bronzo, aud 
is'ten feet in height It represents the vetaran 
statesman in his official robes and hat, with a 
sword in bis loft band. The sombrenuss of the | 
bronze is reljoved by the gilt with which tha 
Isekot is covered. It is an imposing pisce of 
work,'a worthy memorial of ono of China's 
greatest men. H. bi. Li Ching-mai, the only 
son of the late Marqnis; is going to Austria, to 
which country he has bean appointed Minister,
